UR UNPROTECTED COAST. 

In Part VI, page 11, of this morn- 
ing’s Times, under the title of “The 
Rise of Japan,” is printed on article 
of the greatest interest to every citi- 
sen of the Pacific Coast, and more par- 
ticularly to every resident of Southern 
California. The writer of the article 
is an officer in the naval service of 
the United States now on duty with 
his ship in the Bay of Manila. For 
reasons of his own, he prefers to write 
under the pseudonym of “Joseph Wil- 
son.” He has made a study of con- 
ditions in the Far East, y as 
they are related to Pacific Coast interests, 
and he is thoroughly qualified to write 
upon the subject of which he treats 80 
lucidiy and so comprehensively. Some 
months ago the same officer wrote for 
The Times a pointed argument in favor 
of the establishment of a naval trait 
ing station on the Southern Coast, pref- 
erably, in his judgment, at San Diego.

If we delay, we will not be allowed 
to fortify the canal, “in which case 
this Coast will be subject to attack 
from Eurcpe.” 

(.) The commerce of the Pacific is 
only in its infancy, and now its the 
time to prepare for its protection. War 
usually comes suddenly, and the power 
that is least prepared for it is greatly 
handicapped. 

(6.) Our navy has no high explosive 
shell, no reliable shrapnel, and is with- 
out torpedo nets. Our Pacific squad- 
ron is declared to be “utterly insig- 
nificant.” 

(7.) One reason why we have no large 
vessels on this Coast is because of

England's heir was greatly attracted to 
Oronhyatekha, and gave the Indian 
his friendship. The result was that the 
Mohawk journeyed to Eugland, and 
there was educated at the Prince’s ex- 
pense. He graduated tn medicine and 
surgery from one of Britain's famous 
universities, and later in life, returning 
to the United States, became a suc- 
cessfl practitioner in New Jersey.

TOOTHSOME SILVERY MORSELS 
ARE NOW IN SEASON. 


Mid-weekers Having Fair Fun 
With Leng Cane Casting Rods and 
Cork Fleate—Corbina Are Mostly 
inferior in Size—How the Fisher- 
men Have Been Faring. 


Coming as usual with the first light 
rains, big smelts have caused a flurry. 
of excitement among sea anglers at the 
western resorts, and_a steady increase 
in the dally catches during the week 
will doubtless be responsible for the 
digging up of long cane casting rods, 
single gut leaders and seine corks for 
today’s fishing at Del Rey, 
and Ocean Park. 

Nothing beats a dozen of large smelts 
for a breakfast fry. and as the fish 
sometimes attain a length of eighteen 
inches, and are full of fight. there is 
plenty of worse sport than catching 
them. The p t run of smelts aver-

MUST HAVE DUCKS.. 
REGARDLESS OF THE LAW. 

Frank 8. Ecker, one of the 
known sportsmen in San Diego, 0 
is now in attendance at the biuerack 
shoot, took occasion recently to defend 
the practice of shooting ducks in 
August and September ardund San 
Diego. Sportsmen of the southern city 
have been roundly abused for their 
violations of the law, and there is 
intention to defend them here, but Mr. 
Ecker’s arguments are logical and may 
be of interest to some who have never 
held any charity for the San 
men. Ecker says: 

“We shoot ducks when they are with 
us, and that is in September. About 
the time the State law opens the ducks 
leave us, end we cannot find them for 
love or money. All our shooting is 
during the mant, which lasts only a 
few days. It is all done on False Bay, 
on salt water. We have practically no
